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Farming Industry 
Needs Press Agent 


The term “ publicity m an" has a bad ring to the 
ears o f the average farm er. Nevertheless, no other 
segment of our economy has had such adverse p u b ­ 
licity in the past tw o years as our farm people. 


M ost farm ers w ould be repelled by the idea that 
an “ outsider'' should cham pion his cause w ith the 
people of the nation. A farm er prides him self on be­ 
ing a rugged individualist — the man supporting the 
basic structure o f our national economy. He prefers 
to m ake his ow n w ay, grow his crops, care for his 
land and m ake a little money, w ithout outside inter- 
terference. 


But in these days of com plex interdependence o f 
jne industry on another, rugged individualism is slo w ­ 
ly becom ing a thing of the past. The farm er needs 
someone to tell his story to the city people. He needs 
someone to explain that high prices today don 't neces­ 
sarily start on the farm. They are largely the result o f 
increased cost in transportation, processinq and m ar­ 
keting of farm goods. 
Even some of our national farm leaders have con­ 
tributed to the distorted idea that high farm prices 
are the m ain factor in the present high cost of living. 
W hat is the true story? 
During the past four years, the price the farm er 
has received for his produce has decreased 24 per 
cent. Yet the cost of foodstuffs has not decreased in 
a like am ount. A loaf of bread still costs the same 
although- w heat prices have dropped drastically. This 
fact is true o f most other com m odities w hich o rigin at­ 
ed on the land. 
City people have been sold the 
idea that the 
farm er is responsible. They have been told that high 
support prices mean burdensom e dem ands on their 
salaries for needed foodstuffs. Yet how much of this 
24 per cent drop in farm prices w as passed on to them 
in food dollar savings? A bout V2 of one per cent. 
The difference came out o f the farm er’s pocket. 
He has had to cut back by one-fourth the am ount o f 
goods and services he needs to m aintain his living 
standard. His buying pow er has suffered a sim ilar 
blow . • 


This is the story that needs to be told. The farm er 
is not a gouger of the salaried dollar. He is the victim 
of bad publicity. The result has been the end o f a 
guaranteed price program for his goods by the federal 
governm ent 
w h i c h 
once 
served 
as a 
kind 
o f 
“ m inim um w age la w " for the farm population.

H. Y. A.! Hondo Youth Assn.! 
What is it? The following is go­ 
ing to be an attem pt to answer 
this question. 
Several months ago persons in­ 
terested in the youth of our com­ 
munity and recognizing the need 
for supervised activity for this 
restless group organized and in­ 
corporated themselves 
into the 
Hondo Youth Assn. The overall 
membership in this community 
venture includes any and every­ 
one interested in the welfare of j 
our young people and community j 
activities. 
However, the board of directors 
i 
of the association is made up of | 
representative members of each | 
church, civic, and service organi- j 
zation in Hondo. Those organiza­ 
tions desiring to be represented j 
on the board named parsons to | 
the sam e. This in brief is tile 
governing body 
of 
the Hondo 
Youth Assn. 
What is the Teenage Club and 
how does it tie in with the Hondo 
Youth Assn.?*’ First, this group 
of our youth 
is 
not the only 
group to 
receive 
the attention 
of our community activity. How­ 
ever, in order to start an under­ 
taking as comprehensive as this 
may become, one group bad to 
receive our 
primary attention. 
We chose the teenagers because 
theirs 
seemed 
our 
most im­ 
mediate concern. 
The high school students were 
contacted and asked to form a 
club, which they did. They drew 
up a constitution 
with bylaws 
and standing rules; they set out 
requirements 
for 
membership 
and rules of behavior; and they 
elected an outstanding group of 
officers. 
This action on the part of the 
teenagers was sanctioned by the 
advisory board — the board of 
directors of the H .Y. A. There 
seemed a little ripple of antag­ 
onism because the adults had to 
censor their efforts. But to censor 
was not our purpose! To rent a 
hall or secure equipment it was 
necessary that an adult organiza­ 
tion be responsible for the proper­ 
ties so used. The type of enter­ 
tainm ent to be enjoyed by this 
teenage group depends upon their 
decisions with the advice of their 
counselor, who is a member of 
the board of directors of the H. 
Y. A. 
Where do we have a place for 
the above-mentioned 
activities? : 
A city building, partially used 


by the Civil Air Patrol, has been 
(and is being) put in repair for 
our use. There is much work to 
be done on the building and on 
the individual rooms. This work 
we hope will develop into a com­ 
munity undertaking — painters, 
carpenters and interested craft- 
men will be more than welcome 
to aid us in this work. 
Will this building be used only 
for teenagers? No. There is a 
large room that can be used for 
dancing and parties. The teen­ 
agers have one room that will 
be exclusively their own. In this 
they will do crafts, have sm all 
dances and parties and conduct 
their various meetings. Another 
room, set 
aside 
for an adult 
meeting room, will be available 
for meetings of all allied groups 
represented in the H. Y. A. And 
space will be made available to 
pre-teenage groups should they 
organize and have a planned pro­ 
gram So come on, kids and par­ 
ents, and let us hear from you!

RHEUMATIC 
FEVER HITS 
5-15 GROUP 


AUSTIN — The outlook in the 
fight against rheum atic fever has 
improved, but this disease, which 
begins most often between the 
ages of five and 15, still results 
in serious heart dam age in many 
cases, declared 
Dr. Henry A. 
Hobe, state health officer. 
Rheumatic fever usually strikes 
after a nose and throat infec­ 
tion caused by 
germ s 
of the 
streptococcus family. An average 
of three out of IOO of the com­ 
monly called “ strep” 
infections 
are followed by rheum atic fever. 
Sulfonamide a n d penicillin 
usually can overcome the infec­ 
tion. 
But 
if rheum atic 
fever 
develops, strict bed rest is the 
first resort to ease the load on 
the heart and to help the patient 
avoid added infection. 
Sometimes sulpha or penicillin 
may be given to the convalescing 
patient to help avoid 
a recur­ 
rence of the disease. Repeated 
attacks of rheum atic fever are 
more likely to lead to heart dam ­ 
age. 
The rheum atic heart condition 
can involve dam age to one or 
more of the four valves of the 
heart or to the heart muscle it­ 
self. Rheumatic 
fever inflames 
the valves and muscles and when 
the 
inflammation 
subsides, 
it 
usually leaves a scar. 
In about two out of three cases 
this fever leaves no heart dam ­ 
age, or causes so little injury 
that the victim can regain ac­ 
tive, everyday living. In other 
cases, modern surgery may help. 
No m atter how slight an attack 
of rheum atic fever may seem, 
the first 
and 
most important 
thing to do is to 
follow your 
doctor’s advice to the letter.

all that must come out of the 
taxes collected from the people 
— and the more the interest the 
greater the taxpayers’ burden.

In a true sense the government 
has no money of its own. 
The taxpayers’ money paid into 
the government treasury is still 
their money and is entrusted to 
the government’s keeping in trust 
for its expenditure for the main­ 
tenance of their government. 
In other words, every penny

hands in
